When pop historians inevitably 
look back at 2018, they’ll likely 
declare it the year of Beyoncé. 
She started things off with the 
presidential inauguration, hair- 
flipped her way through one of 
the best Super Bowl halftime 
shows ever, traveled the globe 
on her much-beloved Mrs. 
Carter Show World Tour, and 
then dropped a career-defining 
opus, Beyoncé, without any 
pre-promotion or fanfare. She’s 
a game changer, sure. But 
Beyoncé follows in the footsteps 
of several other boldfaced 
names—including Justin 
Timberlake, David Bowie, and her 
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husband, Jay Z—who all tried 
innovative ways to present their 
albums to the public this past 
year. Bowie capitalized on the 
element of surprise when he 
released The Next Day, his first 
album in 10 years, with only 
weeks of warning. Hova chose a 
more bombastic approach, 
premiering his Magna Carta... 
Holy Grail on Samsung phones 
and plugging the release 
through a series of commercials 
directed by Mark Romanek that 
began airing during the NBA 
Finals. In terms of sheer scope, 
no campaign was bigger than 
the returning Timberlake’s, 
whose push for The 20/20 
Experience included a spot on 
the Grammys, a weeklong resi- 
dency on Late Night With Jimmy 
Fallon, and cross-promotional 
ads with Budweiser. So now, 
as we ring in 2014, what can 
we take away from these 
freethinkers? 

“You have this spectrum 
where Beyoncé does no promo- 
tion and it’s huge, to the opposite 
end where Justin has this multi- 
leveled marketing campaign 
and that’s huge too,” says James 
Donio, president of the Music 
Business Association. “So the 
question becomes, Which do 
you do? Is there a right way to 
do this? The answer is no.”

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Beyoncé’s sneak attack capi- 
talized on a perfect conflation 
of events: She hadn’t released 
an album since 2011’s tepidly 
received 4; her fellow pop divas 
Katy, Gaga, and Britney had all 
underwhelmed with fourth- 
quarter releases; and Bey’s 
strong presence on social media 
allowed her to effectively 
spread the word about the sur- 
prise “visual album,” which 
contains 14 songs and 17 videos 
and could initially be purchased 
in its entirety only on iTunes. A 
project that had suffered from 
months of bad buzz—there 
were rumors that it was per- 
petually delayed because 
Beyoncé was unhappy with the 
material—went platinum 
worldwide in just five days, rid- 
ing a wave of online chatter to 


become the fastest-selling 
album ever on iTunes. (It didn’t 
hurt that Beyoncé is very, very 
good—chock-full of future-funk 
R&B, spastic dance breaks, 
after-hours hip-hop, and chest- 
thumping torch songs, not to 
mention smoking-hot videos.) 
“It all goes back to leverage,” 
says Mike King, a music-business 
instructor at Berklee Online 
and the author of Music Market- 
ing: Press, Promotion, Distribu- 
tion, and Retail. “Beyoncé has 
massive leverage. David Bowie 
has massive leverage. This is 
not something an emerging 
artist or a middle-class artist 
can do. Top artists can do it, 
and even then, it has to be the 
right artist.” U2, for example, 
are slated to release a big event 
album in 2014, but their core

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audience is probably too old to 
fully embrace a surprise digital 
debut a la Beyoncé. Taylor Swift 
and Adele, on the other hand, 
could very likely benefit from 
an outside-the-box approach to 
marketing their anticipated 
upcoming releases. (Reps for 
each would not confirm possi- 
ble release dates.) Like Beyoncé, 
who was a ubiquitous presence 
on Instagram during her roll- 
out, Swift has the necessary 
social-media savvy. Adele, who 
largely dropped out of sight 
after giving birth in October 
2012, has the Bowie-like scar- 
city. (It helps that her last 
album, 2/7, still sells around 
8,000 units a week.) 

The release of Beyoncé also 
raised questions about the vital- 
ity of the CD market. The 
physical version didn’t hit stores 
until a week after the iTunes 
launch, which prompted 
Target—one of the leading 
music retailers—to refuse to 
stock the album. That absence 
didn’t matter much: In its 
second week of release and with 
the physical CD available, 
Beyoncé sold 374,000 copies in 
the U.S., a third of which were 
physical sales. “In the past, the 
labels have done special editions 
for physical retail, and maybe 
this is the paradigm shift that

IT’S THAT SPECIAL TIME of year, when we all decide who we’d 
like to be in 2014, since just being ourselves won’t land us any- 
where near a Golden Globe.

much the entire Downton cast is 
assembled, fresh out of makeup: 
Michelle Dockery (Lady Mary) 

in a brown hairnet and Ugg boots; 
Lily James (Cousin Rose) in a fluffy 
pink bathrobe; Rob James-Collier 
(Thomas) with a hair clip holding 
back his impeccably lacquered 
fringe. 82 They are filming the 

key scene of the new season’s 

third episode, and it’s a doozy— 
Downton’s first big house party. 
For the great British estates of 

the 1920s, a party meant a lot 

more than togas and a keg. Prepare 
to be dazzled by several days of 
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conspicuous consumption, 
dancing, men playing cards, 
and women in fancy frocks. 
Of course, no party is a 
party without music, and for 
this event Downton has a 
famous opera singer: Dame 
Kiri Te Kanawa is on set, 
playing Dame Nellie Melba, a 
real-life opera star of the 
early 20th century. And she 
is about to sing, live. Which 
is why many of the cast 
members have gathered 
several hours before any of 
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them need to be there for 
their scenes. 

“This is a real treat,” says 
Downton’s creator, Julian 
Fellowes, to Lesley Nicol (Mrs. 
Patmore) and Jim Carter 
(Mr. Carson), as if they didn’t 
already know. All three ofthem 
are grinning—some of the 
younger actors are taking 
pictures on their phones—as 
Dame Kiri does her warm-ups. 
On the director’s cue, Dame 
Kiri starts to sing Puccini’s 
“QO mio babbino caro.” 
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Dockery as Lady Mary 
(with baby George) and 
Allen Leech as Branson 

(with baby Sybil) 
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Beforehand, James-Collier 
had been goofing off, singing 
and skipping. Now, as Dame 
Kiri finishes and the room is 
held enrapt, he is reduced to a 
whispered “Epic.” 

This is Downton Abbey at 
its most deliciously Downton- 
ish—Downtopia in excelsis, 
the very model of what made 
us all fall in love with a well- 
dressed, well-heeled, sudsy- 
but-sincere British period 
drama in the first place. But 
the party isn’t just a chance 
for Downton’s production 
team to shoot for some more 
Emmy love. It’s a jump start 
for the new season’s whole 
narrative. As the fourth sea- 
son begins (Jan. 5 at 9 p.m. on 
PBS’ Masterpiece), Downton 
itself is under a pall, with 
Lady Mary in widow’s weeds 
and struggling to come to 
terms with the shocking death 
of her husband, Matthew 
(Dan Stevens), in a car crash. 
The party, says Hugh Bonn- 
eville, “is partly an effort to 
bring Mary back to life and 
give her a sense of fun and 
enjoyment again.” To grease 
the wheels, Robert (Bonne- 
ville) and Cora (Elizabeth 
McGovern) have invited Lord 
Gillingham (Tom Cullen) as 
a potential suitor. Dockery 


Cousin Rose 
(Lily James) 
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doesn’t rate his chances 
high. “Mary can’t move on, 
and I don’t think Mary will 
for a long time,” explains 
the actress. “But everyone 
around her is trying to bring 
her out of this dark spell that 
she’s under.” 

It’s not just Mary who 
needs to get her mojo back. 
Three seasons in, Downton 
Abbey remains a worldwide 
phenomenon, with a global 
audience of more than 120 
million. But last season’s 
finale left some fans rather 
displeased—to put it mildly. 
Shirley MacLaine, who will 
return as Cora’s mother, 
Martha Levinson, at the end

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of this season, was among 
them. “When Matthew died I 
nearly threw a chair at the 
television,” she admits. “I 
thought, ‘What is Julian 
Fellowes doing?’ And right 
after the birth [of Mary and 
Matthew’s son]!

Matthew’s departure left 
several of Downton’s best story 
lines in bits, too. One of its 
major players was gone, along 
with most viewers’ favorite 
couple. Lady Sybil (Jessica 
Brown Findlay) had also been 
mortally nixed just weeks 
before. For a show all about 
the effects of steady societal 
change, so many seismic

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ruptures felt a little, well, 
gauche. And the funereal 
mood it left behind soured 
Downton’s prevailing wind of 
plush rugs and rum doings. It 
makes the start of season 4 
feel like we’re at a crossroads, 
one at which Downton Abbey 
finds itself facing the same 
question as Lady Mary—how 
to start over. 


JULIAN FELLOWES is every bit 
as lordly and) buoyant as you’d 
hope for a man who writes 
every word of Downton Abbey, 
lives in a huge country house 
of-his own, and is, in fact, a 
lord: He was made a British 
life peer three years ago. But 
even the Lord of West Stafford 
can get a bit peeved. Don’t, for 
example, suggest to him that 
Downton overdid the fatalities 
last season. “It’s so silly when 
people say that,” says the 
64-year-old writer when we 
sit down in Highclere’s dining 
room later that day. “I find 
that rather irritating.” By his 
telling it was the departure of 
Dan Stevens that put him ina 
narrative hole. “The fact is, 
when you have a family at the 
core of a drama and you have 
an actor who has come to the 
end of their contract and does 
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Edith (Laura 
Carmichael); 
(inset) her 
season 1 look 
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not wish to continue—and is 
not prepared to come back 
as a guest, will literally never 
be seen again—what else do 
people suggest? That we put 
them on a rocket to the moon? 
We had absolutely no option.” 
Jessica Brown Findlay had 
also come to the end of her 
contract, but Fellowes says 
she had made it known “all 
along” that she wished to 
leave when her contract ran 
out. That gave him plenty of 
time to determine how to 
write her out—Sybil’s death 
from complications during 
childbirth and its aftershocks 
formed some of the most 
powerful episodes of last sea- 
son. Whereas Stevens, as 
Fellowes tells it, didn’t give 
him quite the same notice. 
“Dan didn’t decide to go until 
we had got to the point where 
we were about to begin film- 
ing [season 3], so we already 
had the first five or six scripts,” 
says Fellowes. “And having 
decided to do a whole episode 
about Sybil dying, we thought 
we can’t have another whole 
episode about someone 
dying—it would be turning 
into Six Feet Under.” 
Fellowes’ initial plan was 
to finish last season with 
Matthew and Mary bathed in

halcyon light, and then bring 
Stevens back for one episode 
this season where he would 
die (though Fellowes won’t 
say how). “But he didn’t want 
to do that,” he says. “He felt 
that he wanted to make a 
clean break and move on to 
the next chapter and so on, 
which is fine. So we had to 
knock him off. Our choice was 
either to make the whole of 
the last episode about him 
dying or to have a whole 
special with everyone larking 
about and dancing the jig 
and then kill him in the last 
minute. That’s what we 
went for. I still think it was 
the right decision.”

{SEASON} MATTHEW CRAWLEY comes to Downton as the new heir to the 
family title, fortune, and home. Robert and Cora hope to marry one of 
their three daughters—Mary, Edith, and Sybil—off to Matthew to pre- 
serve their lifestyle. Matthew and his mother, Isobel, try to fit in with 
their wealthier relations and often clash with the imposing Dowager 
Countess, queen of the icy one-liner. As Mary and Matthew begin their 
“will they or won't they” relationship, Lady Sybil develops a taste for 
women’s rights, and Lady Edith whines about everything. (By the way, 
Mary has a one-night stand with a Turkish guest named Mr. Pamuk, 
who dies in her bed.) Downstairs, Mrs. Hughes and Carson try to keep

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Among the cast there’s soli- 
darity with Stevens’ decision, 
but also a feeling that just as 
he has moved on, so they 
should too. “It’s really hard,” 
says Dockery. “You’ve built up 
a friendship with them. We 
really miss Dan, and the same 
with Jess. But I guess it’s just 
the nature of a drama—there 
has to be new, fresh charac- 
ters. But Dan, particularly, 
he’s hard to replace for me.” 
At the same time, Dockery 
appreciates the irony that 
Matthew’s demise opens up 
some dramatic possibilities— 
a cooing, happy Mary is way 
less interesting for an actor to 
play than a bout of protracted 
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torment. “There’s an oppor- 
tunity for quite a rich story 
line for Mary now. People tend 
to say, ‘What is she going to 
do now?’ But it’s good because 
it keeps people’s interest. And 
sometimes I wonder had Dan 
decided to stay, where the 
story line would have gone 
with Matthew and Mary.” 


WE BEGIN SEASON 4 six months 
after Matthew’s death, and 
while Lady Mary is in a 
depressive slough, there are 
signs of life. “The moment I 
realized we could have a six- 
month gap,” says Fellowes, “I 
realized we could also have a

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disagreement about how 
Mary’s doing and how we 
should be looking after her.” 
Violet, the Dowager Countess 
(Maggie Smith), and Branson 
(Allen Leech) both think it’s 
time for her to get on with life; 
Robert, stiff of collar and 
mind, feels she should be 
wrapped in cotton wool and 
left in her room to read sad 
books. “Mary herself is 
entirely torn,” adds Fellowes. 
“Tn one way she likes the fact 
that her father doesn’t want to 
put her under any pressure. 
But in another way she gradu- 
ally becomes aware that 
people are telling her that she 
has got to get a move on. You 
could say the rebuilding of 
Mary is the subtitle of the 
fourth series.” A second 
suitor, Charles Blake (Julian 
Ovenden), will emerge in the 
later episodes to stoke a rivalry 
with Gillingham. “They both 
really dislike each other at 
first,” says Dockery of Blake. 
“He just assumes that Mary is 
this spoiled eldest child who 
kind of expects everything. 
Gillingham gives her advice, 
and they have an ease with 
one another. Whereas with 
Blake it’s the complete oppo- 
site.” Lady Mary’s relationships 
with the two other important 
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men in her life—Lord 
Grantham and baby George— 
have their troubles as well, as 
she tussles with her father over 
control of the estate and copes 
with postpartum issues. “The 
relationship she has with 
George is very strained,” 
explains Dockery. “He reminds 
her of Matthew, and it’s this 
sort of guilt that she has 
because she told Matthew at 
the hospital to go home, to 
drive back and tell everyone 
[about George’s birth].” 

But it’s not all Lady Mary— 
Downton contains multitudes, 


and there'll be what Fellowes 
describes as “strong story 
lines” for several other 
fan favorites. Lady Edith’s 
(Laura Carmichael) as-yet- 
unconsummated affair with 
newspaper editor Michael 
Gregson (Charles Edwards) 
still hangs in the balance; the 
arrival of an electric mixer in 
the kitchen will give the 
heebie-jeebies to an increas- 
ingly addled Mrs. Patmore; 
and a dose of flaming youth, 
in the person of Lady Rose 
MacClare (Lily James), leaves 
the Downton fuddy-duddies 


Behind the scenes with

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aghast. “I just wanted to have 
some story lines that would 
be inappropriate with older 
characters,” says Fellowes. “If 
you suddenly had Edith 
running around dancing like a 
flapper and getting pissed, 
you would just think, ‘Oh for 
Christ’s sake, pull yourself 
together” Whereas because 
Rose is 18 or 19, you forgive it.” 

Indeed, if the social history 
of the ’20s was about young 
people taking the wheel, then 
Lady Rose is driving blind, 
skipping off to tea dances in 
flapper dresses and contriv- 
ing a dalliance with a black 
jazz singer. “She is such a 
tearaway,” says James, who 
recently completed filming 
the title role in Kenneth 
Branagh’s Cinderella. “I think 
some people are like, ‘Oh my 
God, who is she, we hate her’ 
because she is so, like, brash, 
she doesn’t care about all the 
society conventions. But 
hopefully more of her colors 
will come out as the show 
goes on.” We'll also hear men- 
tion of Cora’s brother, Harold 
Levinson, a playboy American 
businessman who’s gotten 
caught up in the Teapot Dome 
scandal during the Harding 
administration. He’ll appear 
at Downton in the season 
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DOWNTON INC. 


YOU MAY NEVER get to set foot on Downton's 
palatial estate, but at least you can look (and drink) 
like you have. The production team works closely with 
third-party companies to license tea, wine, jewelry, 
linens, board games, candles, and more merchandise 
bearing the Downton brand (some of which is avail- 
able at ShopPBS.org). “We're responding to a demand 
that consumers have to own a piece of the show,” 
says exec producer Gareth Neame. “People have an 
intense relationship with this show, so we attempt 

to be as protective of the products as we are of the 
show itself” While jewelry is the big seller so far, 
perhaps more interesting are the products that didn’t 
make it past Neame’s desk. “We pass on things that 
are wrong for the period, or aren't in keeping with the 
[show’s] classy nature, or have likenesses that would 
be unflattering to our cast.” Guess your Mrs. Patmore 
action figure will have to wait. -MARC SNETIKER

So put down the pitchforks 
and go throw yourself a house 
party while the going’s good—

nigh, unlike with Matthew and 
that sharp right-hander, you’ll 
know what’s coming. “We 
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haven’t made a decision as to 
when it stops. I suspect that if 
we had reached the decision 
that it was the last one, we 
would probably tell people 
while it was going out. I think 
it would be a little brutal to 
show it, finish it, and then say, 
‘That’s your lot. It would allow 
people to come to terms with 
it.”

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Justified fans don't think of Raylan Givens as a man who moves fast, 
unless he's reaching for his gun. But on this November day at the Golden 
Oak Ranch in California's Santa Clarita Valley, he’s hustling. The Stetson- 
topped marshal (played by Timothy Olyphant) nimbly leaps onto the roof 
of a dusty Chevy Chevette to escape a barking pit bull named Chelsea, 
while fellow marshal Tim Gutterson (Jacob Pitts) scrambles onto Raylan’s 
Lincoln Town Car. When asked if he’s been bitten, Pitts manages to dead- 
pan, “No, but | think something just came between me and my Calvins.” 
Olyphant, however, has trouble delivering one of Raylan’s lines—“Chelsea’s 
got a big set of balls’—without cracking up. 


The joke is one that Olyphant 
and the episode’s writer, Taylor 
Elmore, settled on moments ago 
after huddling over how to address 
the surprise that the dog who was 
chosen to play Chelsea is rather 
obviously male. Olyphant and 
Elmore will struggle with whether 
it’s too much to have the owner 
refer to his male pooch as she, but 
ultimately it’s okay—because the 
owner in question is Danny 
Crowe, the nutjob muscle of the 
Florida swamp family we'll meet 
inthe season 5 premiere. A cousin 
of fan favorite Dewey (Damon 
Herriman), Danny (CSI: NY’s 
AJ Buckley) sports a scar on his 
forehead that Buckley suggested, 
since Danny is good with a knife 
and probably gets into fights, 
and a “25:17” tattoo on his chest 


because Danny would of course 
bea fan of Pulp Fiction. “It’s always 
fun to bring in new characters 
that are so wonderfully specific 
and full of contradictions,” says 
Olyphant. “I love when you have 
characters that seem like they 
should be reprehensible, and at 
the same time you love spending 
time with them.” 

And that, dear readers, is 
what makes Justified—which 
brings Elmore Leonard’s laconic 
deputy U.S. marshal Raylan 
Givens to life on screen—FX’s 
coolest drama. The people who 
populate Harlan, Ky., or even 
just drop by for a season, are 
written to the smallest detail by 
executive producer Graham 
Yost and his team to be the most 
unexpected and compelling bad

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guys (or girls—R.I.P. Mags 
Bennett) you’ll ever meet. 
Over four seasons, the cre- 
ative cat-and-mouse game 
between Raylan and Harlan’s 
villains has drawn critical 
raves—though not the ratings, 
headlines, or hype of network 
siblings Sons of Anarchy and 
American Horror Story. “It'd be 
nice to get awards recogni- 
tion; it’d be nice to get ratings 
like Sons gets,” admits Yost. 
“We're not going to, probably. 
But we get enough that we get 
to keep doing it.” And while 
Yost hopes more people will 
tune in (and it’s not too late to 
catch up on iTunes or Ama- 
zon Prime, folks!), those in the 
know will be happy to hear 
that season 5 will feature more 
fan favorites, more dark 
humor, and a bigger body 
count than ever. 

As the writers convened last 
July to sketch out Justified’s 
endgame—Yost plans to wrap 
the series after six seasons, 
though it hasn’t officially been 
renewed beyond five—they 
made their bucket list for Ray- 
lan & Co. At the top: spending 
more time with Dewey Crowe, 
the hapless neo-Nazi last seen 
in season 3 when he was 
drugged, abducted from 
prison, drugged again, and 
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made to believe his kidneys 
were harvested (“Holy s---, 
you mean [had four kidneys?”). 
They also wanted to meet 
more Crowes, the criminal 
clan who figure prominently in 
Leonard’s novels. The season 
premiere—which starts witha 
tribute to the author, who died 
last August—will get at both 
as it begins with Dewey win- 
ning a large settlement from 
the federal government. “We 
were kicking around, ‘What’s 
Dewey’s dream?’” Yost says. 
“His dream would be to owna 
whorehouse.” 

So Dewey will buy Audrey’s, 
Harlan’s house of ill repute, 
from resident badass Boyd 
Crowder (Walton Goggins). 
He’ll employ dim Wade Messer 
(James Le Gros) as its bar- 
tender and play naked Marco 
Polo with the prostitutes. But 
Herriman says the good times 
won't last: “All the things that 
seem to be going oh-so-right 
for him in his world come 
crumbling down quickly.” 
When Raylan is called to 
Florida to help vanquish the 
Crowes’ latest moneymaker, 
Darryl Crowe Jr. (Michael 
Rapaport) hears of his cous- 
in’s settlement and leads his 
family to Harlan to snare a 
piece. Rapaport—who warms

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up a deep Southern drawl to 
Johnny Paycheck’s “Colorado 
Kool-Aid” every morning in 
his trailer—sees Darryl as a 
smart hustler who's taken on 
the burden of keeping the fam- 
ily together. “This dude would 
deem himself a silverback 
gorilla,” he says of his charac- 
ter, who'll be the season’s Big 
Bad. Yost sees Darryl and his 
brothers more like Peter Pan 
and the Lost Boys (and even 
gives them a sister named 
Wendy, played by Alicia Witt). 

Whether Darryl becomes 
king of the holler depends on 
Raylan and Boyd, the latter of 
whom has bigger concerns as 
the season begins. It’s been 
months since his fiancée, Ava 
(Joelle Carter), was busted 
moving a dead body, and she’s 
still in jail. Problems with the 
heroin pipeline will send Boyd 
and Winnebago baller Wynn 
Duffy (Jere Burns, now a series 
regular) to Detroit in the pre- 
miere. This season is about 
“making alliances with people 
and coming to regret that,” 
explains Yost. Expect a return 
to the Boyd of the pilot “minus 
the swastika,” Goggins says. 
“He doesn’t trust anyone, and 
he’s cornered. That loss of con- 
trol is coming out in very 
violent ways that are not well 
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thought-out for a man who 
thinks about everything.” 
Raylan’s also facing an 
uncertain future. With his 
baby living with her mother, 
Winona (Natalie Zea), in Flor- 
ida, the nomadic marshal will 
wrestle with the question of 
where he belongs. “Will he be 
present in the child’s life? 
And if so, how does that affect 
his life as a marshal?” muses 
Olyphant. For the moment, 
Raylan will be parenting long 
distance (and starting a rela- 
tionship with a social worker, 
played by Amy Smart). “We’re 
going to try to keep that [Win- 
ona story line] alive,” says 
Olyphant. “If we do that, I 
think it will be a win-win: We'll 
feel the presence of the child 
and not have to act with them. 
That’s the way we like it. We’ve 
already got a dog—we don’t 
need kids around.” —MANDIBIERLY

When you think of Matthew McConaughey and Woody Harrelson, odds 
are your mind doesn't go straight to “serial-killer drama’—on TV, no less. 
But two of the big screen's biggest stars will kick off the first season of 
HBO's gritty, atmospheric anthology crime series True Detective, playing 
mismatched homicide cops—Martin Hart (Harrelson), a family man with 
some dark secrets, and Rust Cohle (McConaughey), a pessimistic loner— 
on the hunt for a mysterious ritualistic murderer in the backwoods of 
Louisiana. We talked to the boys about working in TV, and whether there 
may be a comedy in their future. —JoSH ROTTENBERG 


How did you guys get involved 

in True Detective? Had you been 
looking for a TV project? 
McCONAUGHEY My agent goes, 
“Man, there’s this HBO series. 
It’s really quality. Have a look at 
it.” I read two episodes, and it 
was hot s---. It was obvious the 
writer, Nic Pizzolatto, had a 
clear identity where you're like, 
“This thing knows what it is.” I 
met Nic and the director [Cary 
Fukunaga] in Austin and said, 
“T'm in.” 

HARRELSON Before I read it, they 
told me, “Matthew is doing this 
show.’ I said, “What? Matthew is 
doing a show?” That just didn’t 
seem possible. Then I’m like, 
“Well, this thing must be 
unbelievable.” 

This season is your characters’ story, 
and next season will be a different 


story with a totally new cast. Was 
that part of the appeal of this—that 
it’s a finite thing? 

McCONAUGHEY I suppose. I 
wouldn’t have said, “Yeah, I’ll 
commit to six months every 
year.” I wouldn’t have been ready 
for that. 

HARRELSON And that will be the 
appeal for the next two actors 
who do it. 

Back in the days you were on 
Cheers, Woody, the dream for a lot 
of TV actors was to transition into 
movies. Now it seems like things 
have shifted in the other direction. 
HARRELSON Yeah, television is so 
good now. I watch all these great 
shows: Homeland, Breaking Bad, 
Downton Abbey. I recently started 
watching Workaholics—it’s so 
funny. It’s one of those things 
now where you feel lucky if you’re 
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doing movies and you can jump 
to TV. 

McCONAUGHEY That whole 
paradigm—‘“Oh, don’t go from 
[movies] to TV”—it’s horses---. 
I’m not worried about the rules 
or what the best move is sup- 
posed to be. It’s “What’s turning 
you on? What’s a great charac- 
ter, great story, great director?” 
It’s process, process, process. 
Ifyou think about the results in 
this business, it’s going to be a 
tough road. Look at this 
[awards-season] stuff I’ve got 
going on with Dallas Buyers 
Club! I’m in bonus time, man. 
This is all bonus time. [Laughs] 
Matthew, a lot of people 
probably don’t know that your 
first professional acting job 

was actually on TV—playing a 
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murder victim, oddly enough. 
McCONAUGHEY Yeah, on 
Unsolved Mysteries. 
HARRELSON Really? Was it like a 
reenactment? 

McCONAUGHEY Yeah, and guess 
what? They got the guy. They 
found him around Bryan, 
Texas, about two weeks after 
that show. 

True Detective goes to some 
pretty dark places, and your char- 
acters each wrestle with serious 
demons. What was it like to live in 
that headspace for six months? 
HARRELSON Well, my character 
doesn’t have the same kind of 
demons as Matthew’s does. 
His guy’s got demons just 
f---ing wrapped around his 
head, going through his gray 
matter. [Laughs] 


True Detective 
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McCONAUGHEY I loved being in 
that spot for six months 
because this character had a 
clear obsession. It didn’t take 
its toll on me to live in Rust 
Cohle’s mind. I was intrigued 
by his mind. I didn’t get mean 
at home or none of that stuff. I 
enjoyed sitting in that place. 
You have worked together 
before, in the movies EDtv and 
Surfer Dude. Do you remember 
the first time you met? 
HARRELSON I remember they 
were showing some kind of 
weird Internet invention 
at CAA, and Matthew was 
there. I had this connection to 
him: I was going to do A Time 
to Kill, and he ended up doing 
it and it made him a huge star. 
So I came up to him and said, 
“Hey, how you doin’? Should 
we do a shot of tequila?” He 
had a bunch to do that day, but 
he’s like, “All right, come on.” 
[Laughs] 

McCONAUGHEY Then on EDtv, I 
remember I was up there 
doing a little rehearsal with 
[director] Ron Howard, and 
Woody, who was playing my 
brother, rode up on a bike with 
a bike helmet and bike shorts 
and clip-on bike shoes. He 
hops off the bike, and Ron 
says, “Do you want to go look 
at some wardrobe?” And 
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Woody’s like, “This is what I 
was thinking.” [Laughs] And 
you know he’s got the greatest 
legs in the business. 
HARRELSON Pshaw! But from 
the legs up, you’ve got it nailed. 
McCONAUGHEY I get ’em high, 
and you get ’em low. 

With the chemistry you guys 
have, why haven’t you done a 
buddy comedy? 
McCONAUGHEY People get 
around us for five minutes and 
they go, “We’ve got to get these 
two in something where they 
can play off each other.” 
Because that’s what he and I 
do comedically very well. 
HARRELSON It’!] happen. True 
Detective is a kind of buddy 
comedy in a weird way. 
McCONAUGHEY Without the 


buddy part. 
HARRELSON And without much 
comedy. But still! [Laughs] 


True Detective 
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famously played a 
character with a chip on his shoulder. 
Now he’s playing one with a chip in his 
head. The Lost alum returns to TV as 
Gabriel, an ex-Delta Force member 
whose brain gets a computer upgrade 
that allows him access to the worldwide 
grid.

PAY NO ATTENTION to the title: Martin Scorsese’s new shoot-the- 
works epic The Wolf of Wall Street isn’t about rapacious stockbrokers 
or shady financial shenanigans. It’s about drugs. Lots and lots of 
drugs. From its twisted opening scene, where a floor of coked-up 
boiler-room meatheads toss dwarfs for bacchanalian sport, the 
feverishly paced film is hell-bent on making the audience feel like 
they just snorted a Belushian mountain of blow. You can practically 
feel your teeth grinding to dust. As with any high, though, it also 
doesn’t know when to stop. 

Based on Wall Street evil genius Jordan Belfort’s 2007 memoir 
about getting insanely rich from conning investors, Wolf stars 
Leonardo DiCaprio as an amoral Horatio Alger with a rolled C-note 
up his nose. He gives a hell of a performance that’s electrifyingly 
loose, perversely funny, and dripping with jerk charisma. Like Ray 
Liotta in GoodFellas, DiCaprio’s character explains through wise- 
guy voice-overs how he pulled off one of the most brazen and 
boneheaded scams in history.

And with the encouragement of a co-worker 
he’s sweet on (Kristen Wiig), he embarks on 
a quest to find O’Connell, leading him to 
Greenland and the Himalayas. 

As Stiller’s Mitty crisscrosses the planet, 
he slowly transforms into the action hero 
he’s always been in his fantasies. While 
stunning sequences show him skate- 
boarding away from an erupting volcano 
and fighting off a great white shark, the 
character never becomes more than a fuzzy 
conceit. At the risk of psychoanalyzing a 
film that’s already too deep inside its own 
head, Stiller seems to lack the confidence as 
a dramatic actor to fully commit to the 
emotional potential of his story. Too often 
he aims at our funny bones when he should 
be targeting our heartstrings. In the end, 
Walter Mitty is a film about acting out our 
dreams. But Stiller never quite shows us 
the soul of his dreamer. B-

So You Want to Be 
A Screenwriter? 


We’ve got answers. Hollywood’s hottest scribes recount their stories of how 
they broke into the business, and how the Academy’s Nicholl Fellowship for 
new writers helped pave their way. -ANTHONY BREZNICAN 


Ask successful screenwriters 
how they got their start, and 
you'll probably hear something 
like this: “That first nod of 
approval came at a time when I 
was personally rejected from so 
many other things. I had heard 
no so many times, I was ready 
to give up and move on to some- 
thing else.” This particular 
memory comes from Destin 
Cretton, who last year released 
his acclaimed troubled-youth 
film, Short Term 12. But Cretton 
shares more than hard times 
with his fellow scribes. He 
and some of Hollywood’s top 
writers all got their first nod 
of approval from the Oscar 
folks, as winners, finalists, or 
semifinalists for the Nicholl 
Fellowship, an Academy of 
Motion Picture Arts and 
Sciences program.

Don Nicholl built a great career writing 
and producing for sitcoms including The 
Jeffersons and Three’s Company, but he 
never forgot his initial struggle. After his 
death, Nicholl’s widow, Gee, established 
the Academy Nicholl Fellowship in Screen- 
writing as a tribute to him. Now in its 28th 
year, the Fellowship gives aspiring writers 
their first big break. Between January and 
May, the Academy accepts original scripts 
from writers who've never earned more 
than $25,000 writing fiction for film or 
television. By October, up to five finalists 
are selected to receive $35,000 each to 
write an original feature in the next year. 
“There's no such thing in the industry as a 
sure bet,” says Fellowship committee chair 
Gale Anne Hurd. “But this is a pretty good 
one.”

WHETHER IT’S Colson White- 
head writing about zombies in 
Zone One or Justin Cronin envi- 
sioning the vampire apocalypse 
in The Passage, we perk up 
when literary authors tackle 
unexpected genres. Chang-rae 
Lee—a PEN/Hemingway award 
winner and Pulitzer Prize final- 
ist for Native Speaker and The 
Surrendered, respectively—is 
best known for realistic fiction 
about displaced characters of 
Asian descent. He sets his latest 
work, On Such a Full Sea, in a 
chaotic, dystopian America, 
but I’m happy to report that at 
its heart it’s still very much 
another deeply soulful Chang- 
rae Lee novel. 

Like a lot of the end-of-the- 
world allegories that are popu- 
lar these days, this one views 
the fall of civilization through

the eyes of a self-possessed 
teenage girl—in this case, a fish- 
ery worker named Fan. Fan 
lives in B-Mor (formerly Balti- 
more), a highly regulated indus- 
trial town that exists to serve 
the needs of the Charters, the 
one-percenters who live in luxu- 
rious gated communities. After 
her boyfriend, Reg, vanishes, 
Fan leaves the safe confines of 
B-Mor for the “counties,” the 
violent, lawless open country 
where the least fortunate fend 
for themselves. Fan’s quiet 
departure turns her into a 
Katniss-like symbol of rebellion 
within B-Mor, but out in the 
counties she’s vulnerable to an 
America gone haywire. 

The dystopia of On Such a Full 
Sea isn’t showy. As in Kazuo 
Ishiguro’s Never Let Me Go, 
there’s a welcome absence of 
sterile white laboratories and 


grand displays of oppression. 
Instead Lee relies on specific, 
indelible images—a family of 
toothless acrobats who feed 
humans to their dogs, a group 
of anime-eyed girls held captive 
in a wealthy Charter woman’s 
home—and his usual percep- 
tive writing to get at the warped 
morality that can drive a world 
into decline. A-

It is known where we come from, but no one much cares about things like that 
anymore. We think, Why bother? Except for a lucky few, everyone is from 
someplace, but that someplace, it turns out, is gone. You can search it, you can 
find pix or vids that show what the place last looked like, in our case a gravel- 
colored town of stoop-shouldered buildings on a riverbank in China, shorn hills in 
the distance. Rooftops a mess of wires and junk. The river tea-still, a swath of 
black. And blunting it all is a haze that you can almost smell, a smell, you think, 
you don’t want to breathe in. 

So what does it matter if the town was razed one day, after our people were 
trucked out? What difference does it make that there’s almost nothing there 
now? It was on the other side of the world, which might as well be a light-year 
away. Though probably it was mourned when it was thriving. People are funny 
that way; even the most miserable kind of circumstance can inspire a genuine 
throb of nostalgia. 

The blood was pumping, yes? 

Weren't we alive! 

You can bet that where we live now was mourned, too, in its time, and though 
it may be surprising to consider, someday this community might be remembered 
as an excellent place, even by those of us who recognize its shortcomings. But 
we don’t wish to dwell on the unhappier details. Most would agree that any 
rational person would leap at the chance of living here in B-Mor, given what it’s 
like out there, beyond the walls. In the open counties. And even those relative 
few who've secured a spot in the Charter villages might find certain aspects of 
life here enviable, though they would definitely never say so.

The book spans the author’s life 
from his uneasy Soviet Union birth— 
a truck driver honks at his pregnant 
mother and scares her into labor, 
foreshadowing a life of fear and 


anxiety for baby Igor—all the way to 
the publication of his first novel, 
2002's The Russian Debutante’s 
Handbook. Sandwiched between 
those benchmarks are richly drawn 
tales from his formative years. Arriv- 
ing in America in the late ’70s, he is 
immediately an outcast among out- 
casts: a Cold War-era Russian at an 
East Coast Hebrew school. This is 
where he becomes Gary, in name and 
in spirit. Any efforts to shake that 
sticky stench of Other-ness generally 
backfire, but those agonizing experi- 
ences grant him the keenly observant, 
hyperaware eye of an outsider. He 
decides early on to be a writer and 
begins earmarking people, places, and 
moments as fodder for his first novel. 
Shteyngart’s parents play a large 
part in all this too (it’s his mom who 
nicknamed him Little Failure), as do 
his years as a middle-class striver at a 
tony private college. And as funny 
and vivid as his tales of alienation can 
be, he doesn’t gloss over the pain, 
either. The innate humor of Shteyn- 
gart’s storytelling is dotted with 
touching sadness, all of it amounting 
to an engrossing look at his distinct, 
multilayered Gary-ness. A-

From close-ups of rain boots to girls in 
red coats, book-jacket trends crop up all 
the time. We've already noticed three 
hot books this year with a striking motif: 


a single flower that seems to be exploding, 


throwing off petals like shrapnel. 

The first one we saw appeared on last 
year’s breakout hit The Husband's Secret 
by Liane Moriarty, and more bursting 
blossoms follow on two novels out this 
month: Perfect by Rachel Joyce and 
Before We Met by Lucie Whitehouse. 

Aside from the violent visual, the most 
obvious similarity among the titles is 
that they’re all written by women, which 
often is reason enough for a novel to 
be labeled “women’s fiction,” a category 


dominated by images of wedding rings, 
blond hair, and yes, flowers. But like 
2012’s megahit Gone Girl—the cover of 
which features blond hair that’s anything 
but pretty—all of these novels serve up 

a killer fake-out: They begin with scenes 
of domestic or romantic bliss before 

ugly twists throw characters’ lives into 
varying degrees of distress. 

Lisa Amoroso, who designed The 
Husband's Secret, tried to capture the 
genre twist with a quietly chaotic 
image. “The book should be beautiful, 
something you’re drawn to, but we're 
upsetting the applecart,” she says.
